August 9, 191(1. 

My dear Cousin Ella: 

I am unhurt and well. My es¬ 
cape was a miracle, the iron 
grill falling flat and. having the 
force of its blow broken by a 
Stand of my plants. Only bruises 
and a slight cut. All Is ruin and 
destruction here, and we live In 
the midst of hard and unceasing 
{ttiy.sical work from hour to hour 
«nd from day to dav. Whether 
we will be left a tiny comer of 
the King David Hotel or be turn¬ 
ed out entirely by the Army Is 
still In the lap of the Gods . . . 
It is wonderful to be alive in the 
rald.st of all this terror and 
death. If only they have not 
died in vain! 

I lost all of my luxury clothes 
but am going on in rags of a 
sort, until we know what will 
happen. 

So much to do ... so many 
to be helped and comforted. 
Hours went by before I knew 
1 was bruised and ten days be¬ 
fore I was once tired. 

My love to you.

Recreation Fundi 

Amount Will be Taken From 
City’s General Fund 


NO IM)LI() HKRE 
SAY CO. HEALTH 
OFFICIALS 


SPOKESMEN FROM MANY 
LOCAL CLUBS ADDRESS 
THE COUNCIL ON BEHALF 
OF THE NEED 

Public interest was shown at 
the Sierra Madre city council 
meetinq Tuesday eveninq, when 
the council voted unanimously to 
aoDrooriate $1500 for the Re¬ 
creation Commission which waa 
not provided for in the 1946-47 
city budget as set up last week. 

Representatives of business 
clubs, women’s organizalons, and 
individuals, addressed the coun¬ 
cil, .strongly recommending the 
Recreation Commission's iilclusion 
in the budget. 

Mrs. J. Emory Diemer, presi¬ 
dent of the Woman’s Club; and 
Mr.s. J. Stadden Miller, repres¬ 
enting the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion. cited, the responsibility tak¬ 
en by various groups for local 
recreational needs, and requested 
the council to make financial pro¬ 
vision for the Recreation Com. 
mi.ssion. 

Reading comparative figures of 
per capita costs of recreation in 
.six neighboring cities. Mrs. Mil¬ 
ler showed that Sierra Madre's 
co.st.s were second lowe.st. 

Representing the Lions Club, 
Vernon Cress presented a resolu¬ 
tion propo.sing that the City 
Council support the Recreation 
Commission by appropriation of 
SLIOO from the city budget. 

Eugene Lunsford, speaking for 
the Kiwani.s Club, appealed for 
the appropriation of city fun^ 
to support the Recreation Com¬ 
mission so that it could properly 
do its job. 

Taking up the issue before the 
council. Mayor Milton Steinberger 
stated that the previous city ad- 
mini.stration had taken care of the 
Recreation Commission’s needs, 
ouslde of the budget ,and ex¬ 
pressed the lielief that this pro¬ 
cedure could continue. 

Fi>rmer Councilman Bruce Mc¬ 
Gill stated his belief that since 
the people of Sierra Madre as a 
whole ^nelit from city recrea¬ 
tional facilities, the commission’s 
support should come from taJC 
funds, rather than from fund 
raising drives, as in the pasL 

"A handful of people, 200 or 
less, have been financing the re¬ 
creation program up until n-'w." 
McGill said, ’’and the entire town 
has been benefited from it. I be¬ 
lieve it only fair that the pro¬ 
gram's cost should be more wide¬ 
ly distributed. 

"Sierra Madre is becoming a 
city, instead of a small town.” 
McGill continued, "and Its re¬ 
creational expenditures should be 
handled like those of a city." He 
further pointed out that It would 
be more economical for the city 
to proiide adequate recreational 
facilities for its youth, than to 
nuft the cost of juvenile delin¬ 
quency which could develop from 
the lack of such facilities.” 

Cnuncliman Honrv B. Nuetzcl, 
also a member of the Recreation 
Commission. pointe.l out that 
when most members of the coiin- 
eil wen children in Sierra Madre. 
there were no municipal previs¬ 
ions for recreation, .and asked 
that the present generation of 
younc people be given a better 
opportunity. He pointe-d out that 
the funds nxjuestod by the Re- 
on'ation Commission were less 
than tho,s(' being spent on the 


All information obtainable from 
lyi.s Angeles County Health De¬ 
partment officials .and from lo¬ 
cal physicians, indicated that 
Sierra Madre is still free from 
poliomyelitis. 

A woman living on North 
Bladwin avenue, who only re¬ 
cently moved to Sierra Madre, 
was taken to the Los Angeles 
County General Hospital early 
this week for observation .when 
she had symptoms resembling 
tho.se of polio. However, officials 
of the Health Department point 
out Uiat since from 7 to 14 days 
are required for a certain di¬ 
agnosis of polio, and since its 
early stages resemble .several 
other diseases, no information can 
be given about the local ca.se in 
question at this time.

Drawn up in ron.siderntinn of 
both mnnngemenf an,' employees, 
the plan was submitted to the 
nurseries' oniployoes for romment 
and suggesttnn. hefo'-e Its adop¬ 
tion. A niimher of these sugge,« 
tinns were Inrorpornted into the 
pre.sent pollev, according to Law 
reuce Washburn, presiilent. 

Adoption of a merit sy.stein for 
annual wage Increases. liberal 
provisions for paid varnllons and 
sick leave, a five day work week 
and straight pay for holidays not 
worked are outstanding features 
of Ihe new policy. 

Officials of Ihe Kenlla purser 
les feel a sense of pride In a 
25 year record of providing con¬ 
tinuous employment for its regu¬ 
lar employees without layoffs, ac¬ 
cording to Drcsldent Washburn. 
This Is an unusual record In the 
nursery business, due to the sea¬ 
sonal nature of much of Its work, 
he said.

Each year thereafter, on 
the anniversary date of his em¬ 
ployment, tlie employee receives 
1 n cash the equivalent of any 
sick leave not used during the 
preceding 12 nionlhs.

Forty eight months means five 
and one-hatf years of school, with 
nine months school year ns the 
basis. ■VllowaiK'es for tuition Is 
Five Hundred Dollars n school 
year of nine months, or Seven 
llundreii and Eighty Dollnrs for 
a school year of twelve months. 
When tuition exceeds Five Hun- 
drei DoUnrs for nine months, the 
Veteran mav make ndjustinents 
by taking part time. 

Officers on terminal leave may 
now enter training regnrdioss of 
terminal .status. Retired Officers 
may enter training and still draw 
their retired pay and subsistence. 

Prior to January Ist. 1946, nn- 
pllcants for training had to sub¬ 
mit their npplicatlon.s within two 
years after date of discharge. 
This has been extended to four 
years. 


Effective January 1st, 1946. al¬ 
lowances were increased from 
Fifty Dollnrs per month to Six¬ 
ty Five Dollars for single Vet¬ 
erans and from Seventy Five to 
Ninety Dxi’lars if married. Vet- 
ernns receiving a pen.slon are en¬ 
titled to receive a minimum of 
Onn Hundred and Five Dollars 
for a single person and One 
Hundred and Fifteen Dollars if 
married. If his siibsl-stonee pay 
plus his pension docs not equal 
the-se amounts, they are auto 
matically increased. A married 
Veteran having children is en¬ 
titled to Ten Dollnr.s per month 
for the first child nnd Seven Dol¬ 
lars for each additional child. He 
is entitled to draw Fifteen Dol¬ 
lars for each dependent parent.

It soems hard to realize that six years have already passed 
since those desperate days of early June 1940 when the trapped 
British Army at Dunkirk stood pressed against the sea, and the 
whole democratic world suddenly found itself in dire peril. 

More than 350,000 men waited on those blasted beaches for 
what appeared to be certain capture or death. Yet, as impossible 
as it then seemed, the great majority of them escaped death. 

Out of the fog that fell over the channel like a mantle of 
divine protection came hundreds of small boats to pick up the 
trapped army. For days the rescue work went on. When it was 
over more than 90 per cent of the men had been returned safely 
to England. And this in spite of all the Germans could do to 
prevent their escape. 

After that, however, the situation still looked black as Hitler 
moved on to conquer France and to prepare for the invasion of 
England But that rescue seemed like a promise that, in spite of 
the immediate outlook, democracy would triumph eventually. That 
promise was fulfilled. 

the world will long remember Dunkirk. It will remember it as a 
symbol of the Power which exceeds all human might. It will re¬ 
member it as one of the great miracles of modern time,.

My .'jS-mile rail^way journey 
east from l»ndon to Cambridge 
via.s withrmt memorable happen¬ 
ing swift and comfortable be¬ 
hind the “Flying Scotsman.” As 
I had decided to remain in the 
university town only the remain¬ 
der rif Ui.st dav an ’ t,ver night 
before going on to the L.rke 
Country, I regi.stered at a .small 
commercial hotel not far from 
the .station, which proved to bo 
comfortable and adequate in 
every particular, with a rate of 
only tho usual 7.s6d for rnn.-n and 
l;ri'akfi’.at. 'Then I set out im¬ 
mediately to see what I could 
of merely material aspects of a 
university famous for its beauty, 
its atmosphere of scholarly leis¬ 
ure and quality - and its quiet 
hut immemorable rivalry with Ox¬ 
ford. I knew, of course, that in 
■so short a visit the essence of 
the place, its spirit and its mean¬ 
ing, while I might vaguely sense 
it, would actually elude me in 
a!’ save its most superficial as¬ 
pects. One must live in such a 
place a long time to begin to 
uniierstand the nuances of 
traditions which are the accumu¬ 
lation of centuries. 

Since Oxford and Cambridge 
are usually mentioned over here 
in America. I find it entertain¬ 
ing and perhaps of some 
practical value to note a few 
siiperficiai comparisons betwven 
the two. GeographicaHy. Cam¬ 
bridge is ab<iut the same dis¬ 
tance northea.st of London as Ox¬ 
ford is northwest, and the two 
towns with their universities are 
only .slightly more than that -same 
di;,dancc from one another, the 
three points thus forming an al- 
mexst equilateral triangle, rough¬ 
ly. which stands on its ptiint at 
London. In population. I find that 
both university towns have ap¬ 
proximately doubled their num- 
b«>rs since 1900, the figure for 
the citv of Cambridge around 
19.36 being 70.000 and that of-Ox- 
ford. 85.000. Around 1900. the 
numlrer matriculating annually at 
Oxfond University was given as 
about 8.50. from which one may 
B.ssume tho total ennillment for 
the four cla-sses to h.we been a- 
round 3000. which is also the 
official figure for Cambridge at 
the same periiHl. By 1936 the 
number of undergraduates at the 
latter university was quoted as 
,5000, and. lacking statistics. I 
make a sheer gues.s that Oxforvd 
had no fewer than that figure, 
and prxihably more Today, doubt- 
le.s.s, both universities have dou¬ 
ble that number mo.st of whom, 
as in our own universitie-s at 
pre.sont .will have to live in lodg- ■ 
ings “off-campus”, thus perforce 
missing the intangible but very 
real ht'nefits of complete collegi¬ 
ate life including the fi'Milish and 
the wise disciplines and customs. 
The two universities have ap¬ 
proximately the same mimtv'r of 
colleges, anuind 20: and Cam¬ 
bridge seems to have taken in 
women sttulents considerably ear¬ 
lier than Oxford, Girton College 
having been founded in 1869 and 
Newham in 1875. As for the dtf- 
ferx'nce in subject matter em- 
pha-sls at the two universities, I 
remember to haw hea'ni an Ox¬ 
ford man say that at his uni- 
versity the emphasis Is especially 
on the langtiages and literature, 
while at Cambriiige ’I is on 
history and tlio silences, particu- 
larlv mathematics, but th.at this 
distinction l.s not rigid, since 
there are ivev endnent author¬ 
ities in all these .subjects at both 
universities. 

In ago the two universities are 
not far apart. although the usual 
disputes over pn>ce<ionce exist. 


since neither argument can pro-; 
duce all the dates which go back 
into such dim di.stances. The 
healthy rivalries bi'tween Oxford 
and Cambridge extend, indeed, in¬ 
to some very droll claims in this 
field one medieval Cambridge 
claim being that the university 
wa-s founded by a Spani.sh prince 
Cant.aber, "in the 4.321st year af¬ 
ter the Creation"; Probably the 
fir.st in.struction obtainable there 
actually centered within a mona.s- 
ter>'. evidently Augu.stinian. a- 
lound A, D. 1100. For Oxford 
also, one takes his choice of sev¬ 
eral dates, but there is a per- 
-is’int tradition that "organized 
teaching" first began there about 
1132 when one Robert Pullen Ls 
said to have given lectures on 
theologj'. iVilliam the Conqueror, 
famous for '1066 and all that”, 
ftid build a castle at Cambridge 
which proved subsequently handv 
and convenient for the ardent 
builders of the various colleges, 
and from the early 1300’s on Wil¬ 
liam's castle was tom down 
piece-meal and lugged off. in the 
cation, to nearby sites and in¬ 
worthy interests of higher edu- 
corporated into the more .stately 
mansions, so that finally only the 
gatehou.se remained to mark 
the former site of the castle- and 
finally even this lonely memento 
of the Norman Conqueror was 
considerately appropriated. and 
moved elsewhere In 1842. 

The most striking thing to me 
at C.imhridgo was its quiet, al¬ 
most rural atmosphere, after the 
roar, clatter .anv1 bustle of Ox¬ 
ford The ii-v-covered buildings 
of Cambridge. its cloistered 
walks, its towers and chapels and 
gardens leave in one's mind a 
sense of spacious and gracious 
living, extending on both sides of 
the city's main street, and six 
of the .'ollege-s have extensive 
lawns sloping down to the river 
Cam the "Kacks”. as they are 
called where slen ier. rustic 
bridges carry one across the riv¬ 
er. lively with punts nrooelled by 
•students in gailv-cotore^l "blaz- 
ers”. to the wi'nideil gardens and 
meadows beyond. In the eariy 
evening I had dropped into

Navy Builds Model of 
Guam Harbor in Azusa

A large scale model of Apia 
harbor, Gusun, is being construc¬ 
ted in Azusa by scientists from 
Cal Tech and the Navy’s Bureau 
of Yard.s and Docks. 

Built on a scale of one to 300 
and me^asuring 120 feet square, 
the huge model of Apra harbor, 
its ocean bottom and adjacent 
shoreline is designed to provide; 
accurate information on the best i 
possible defense against typhoon 
damage to the Navy's proposed I 
new harbor at GuEim. j 

The model nearing completion | 
between l.st and Broadway In a: 
hangar, 162 feet long, 148 feetl 
wide and 43 feet high, obtained, 
from the War Department. In- i 
side is a huge basin with con-' 
Crete bottom and two-foot steel 
sides. The "shoreline” within the i 
basin is likewise of concrete and 
when completed this month will 
be accurate e\'en to “beaches” of 
SEind as they occur on the island. 

Pneumatic type wave mach- ; 
ines will produce miniature waves 
and surges, which will be meas¬ 
ured electrically and recordEd by 
an o.scillograph. Currents will be 
recorded by time photographs of 
floating button refleectors on 
which a strong light is beamed. 
These mea.surements will enable 
engineers to place 


most desirable location for the 
outer harbor breakwater. It WEis 
not, however, large enough for 
detailed studies of the inner har¬ 
bor. 

It is expected that the model 
studies at Azmsa will have cost 
approximately $275,000 by the 
time they are complehjd in mid- 
1947. The information which they 
will provide .however, wil more 
than offset this expenditure by I 
increa.sing the durability and ef- 
fectivene.ss of the Apra Harbor;

In the absence of more know-, 
ledge about eugenics, which is 
theoretically the ideal method of 
prevention of mental disease, re¬ 
liance mu-st be placed on the 
development of healthy attitudes 
on the part of parents and of 
society in general. 

This is the opinion of Dr. Karl 
M. Bowman, professor of psv 
chiatry in the Fnivcr.sity of Cali¬ 
fornia Medical School and super¬ 
intendent of the Ijwgley Porter 
Clinic. 

"In order to prevent the psy- 
choneuroses. one would theoreti¬ 
cally start with eugenics.” Dr. 
Bowman savs. "but our know¬ 
ledge there is so limited that we 
are unable to offer much of 
value." 

"From a practical .standpoint, 
the most important factors seem 
to he the family relationships and 
the cniture in which one lives. 
Our aim should be to build up 
a positive t.xgie of mental health, 
not simply freedom from disease, 
but an optimum capacity for ad- 
i justing to life and stan.'ing up 
under stress and strain."
